At this early stage of the winter, streets in 
large sections of Altona North are in a deplorable 


condition, 


Roads east of Millers Road and west of 


Cedula Road are particularly bad. 


The water-logged roads which have some sub- 
stance of metal are barely passable by motor cars, 


and then only at 15-20 m. 


In some cases the usable 
part of the road is so narrow 
that a meeting of cars is to 
be dreaded. The churned-up 
mud on each side does not 
offer an inviting or safe op. 
portunity for. passing. The 
lot of tradesmen can only be 
imagined. . 

Pedestrians, whether they! 
be residents proceeding to or 
from employment, mothers 
shopping, or school children, 
have absolutely no facilities. 

In most cases there are 
no footpaths. The alterna- 
tives are the muddy or 
watery roads or the ruts, wet 
grass or mud alongside. 

“The drainage in most cases 
is either primitive or non- 
existent. This stagnant water 
accumulating on the flat 
areas could become a menace 





to health. 
Admittedly the rainfall for 
May has been above average.

However, the merely normal 
winter rains will not improve 
the position. 

Most of these areas are apt 
illustrations of the unwisdom 
of the policy of permitting 
subdivision approval before 
the making of roads. 

Contrasting the conditions 
described in’ some heavily 
built up areas, were roads 
completed in hardjy built on 
new subdivisions where prior 
completion of roads had been 
insisted on. 

Little can be done to meet 
the situation. The very ex- 
tent of the unmade roads 
make assistance impracti- 
cal on a general scale. 
Something, however, should 
be done in certain areas. The 
more heavily built up sec. 
tions Where traffic is the 
heaviest and the ruts are 
worse.call for some form of 
temporary relief.

ALTONA COUNCIL 


Shire President (Cr. A. W. Bond) in per- 
haps a facetious mood referred to the fighting 
councillors of Altona. An examination of 
the activities and frustrations of the council 
certainly suggests an aggressive spirit is 
rather called for. ; 

The duties of Altona Shire Council 
is summarized as follows— 

1. To administer the Local Government 

Act in the Shire’ of Altona; and 

2. To maintain and advance the rights 
of Altona against the Government and 
extra-council bodies. Any criticism 
and commendation of this body must 
therefore come within these limits. 
On the administrative side we have 
the shire offices near completion, additional 
play centres and kindergartens, assistance to 
lifesavers for extensions, the possibly 
controversial free kindergarten decision as 
examples, together with the undramatic 
functioning of routine services. 

“'On two major matters. the council has 
been over-ridden. Against its Protests part 
of the shire was annexed to Williamstown. 
Its efforts to preserve what is considered a 
satisfactory area near Cherry swamp was also 
frustrated. No improvement in the local 
bus service was achieved. A strong case 
was made for an extension of the railway, no 
decision has yet been reached. 

The Board of Works has at last been 
moved to what may be a permanent improve- 
ment of a portion of flood drainage prob- 
Jems, though our councillors are rightly re- 
sisting its attempts to retain Altona Park as 
a flood plain. ; 

Future water supply pollution is being 
resisted on the initiative of our council. Air 
pollution is also being investigated. A groin 
for beach improvement is under considera- 
tion. Government responsibility for grading 
and drainage of school grounds should be 
insisted on, : 

The duties of the council are .onerous. 
They call for the best from men or women 
of character and intelligence: 

Three councillors, J. J. Ginifer, V. L. 
Hearn and S. G. Mcintosh, are due to retire 
in August. 

\t is the responsibility of ratepayers 
to see that those most fitting are re-elected 
or elected in these positions. It is also their 
duty to appreciate the problems of coun- 
cillors and give them all possible support.

The purpose of reserves and 
mission stations in Australia 
is for the care, welfare and 
advancement of the aborigi- 
nal people. As the standards 
of the aborigines improve, 
then the need for them will 
lessen, but they will be re- 
quired for a long time yet; 
as will the need for special 
schools for the young chil. 
dren coming from a primitive 
background, particularly in 
the north. 

Given equal opportunities, 
the aboriginal is as capable 
aS any other human being.
